Writ'nj: from Hwai Yuan, via 
Nanking, E. 0. Lobeustine, of 
the American Presbyterian Mis- 
sion, detcribioK the conditions 
which exiht in the oountrv im- 
mediately aboot Bwai Yuan, 
sayp: 

"The niajistr y of Awai Y oan 
has an^^j^stima t e d p ap al a»wo -of 
800,00^ perrons. The nomber of 

famin* sufferers — those Arhomust 
be reliftted or' die— in this roa»ti 
stry al^e, amounts to, approxi- 
mately; 800,000— 70 per cent of 

the enWre population. Last .ve;ir 
the flood was the wo^•^^t lieiP in 
many 5f«ur8, and the crops were 
poor. '.yThe wheat suffered from 
droughtt aod only one third was 
saved, Thi-^ year about half of 
the wHeat was harvested, but in 
the region north of Hwai two tor 
oadoes and then the flood carried 
away practically everything;. 

••The need liere is gcear, and 
the condition of the poor is as 
serioaii as that in other parts. 
Reports ooma in daily of people 
dying of starvation. The i)()orl^iaooveted. 
who have children nre trying to 
sell them, but even >hey will uot 
sell for pittance. Help is need- 
ed at once. As soon as the roiil 
cold and wet wefitiier sets in the 
death rate will moit^ase greatly.

"We are eatrerly hoping for 
help from the Ked Cross Society." 

This statement only gives an 
idea of the CQoditioos ia otfe por 
tion of the great famine district. 

This.mornine, to a correspon- 
dent, MisH Boardtnau, of the 
Amxrioau Red Gross, stated : 

"The plajine ih creeping sooth 
ward towards thin famine (lift- 
trict- It has ravaged Manchorir, 
and thousands uf refngees who 
have fled to Ohefoo, in Cbantun:; 
Province, have earned it 
there. Bundredsof deiiths occur 
dally. The frosen ground pre- 
vaots ths burial uf the dead and 
loni! rows of eofHttS lie on the 
roadsi'le, Amerioao Consui-Qen- 
eral Wilder, ai dbaoghai, cabled 
to the R-d Orots that people 
Htrtokcfn with tbie placoe die 
within :i few hours, and that it 
18 of lio fatal a nature no one ever 
recovers. The ueople have at 
last ooascfuted to cremation aad 
KOveral thoosaud of.thiesa bodies 
have been burned. 

"The Red Cross has sent from 
Manila Dr. Richard Strong and 
Dr. Oacar l^eafCoa, plague ex- 
perts, to aid the Chinese Gov- 
ernment to fight the spread of 
ihiH fatal pestilence. It is now 
only about 160 miles' frirai the 
proviaces in which tha famine 
exists, and if it ever reaches 
there the result will be appal> 
ling." 

Presidaul Taft, as President of 

the American Red Cross, has 
sent out an ur::ent appeal to our 
people to^ald China, which is suf • 
ferfn^ from these dual calami- 
ties- Uontribntions of money 
•can ♦)? sent to Mr. John B. At- 
kinson, £arlingtou, Ky., mem- 
ber of the Kentucky Red Cross 
"^oard. 

If th»^ peop^B of America desi I e 
to h'.dp these suffererers in China 
they must act immediately. The 
Red Cross makes all remittances 
to Oeioa by cable, through the 
State Department, tlius insuring 
safe passatce of funds from the 
th« )siver to the beneficiary and 
the speedy application of such 
funds where they wiU do the 
most good. -

Among the more important 
comparatively new ways in which 
the teleohone is now used is the 
raral telephone service, the con- 
stantly increasing **inter-pbone" 
service, and train dispatchinK. 
In 1907 lawfi were passed limit- 
ing the length of service per day 
to Dine boors in the case of men 
employed in handling train or- 
ders. This meant a large in- 
crease in the oamber of train 
dispatchers, and owinK to tha 
policy adopted by the Order of 
Railway Telegraphers of limiting 
the number of apprentices, there 
were not enough operators to go 
aroaod. 

Railroads tamed to the tela* 

phohe, preforce, and the advan 
tages of its ose for reasonable 
distaneea qolckly manifaated 
themselves. Not (^nly >• the tel- 
ephone quicker, but it has prov- 
en trustworthy. First telephone 
circuits of this sort installed in 
this roantry were pot in on the 
New York Central lines, in 1907, 
bv the Western Electric Co., 
which action was quickly follow, 
ed by the Obicago, Burlington A 
Qainoy. Jlore than sixty of the 
large railroad systems uf the 
country now have this class of 
service, amoug them the lollow- 
ing, which have a telephone in- 
stalled mileage or more than 1, 
000 miles each, as shown here- 
with :

April SO. haB been set aside 
this year as "Tubercnlftsis Day" 
and will be observed by 200,000 
churches in the country in a man- 
ner similar to that of "Tuberco- 
loBis Sunday" in 1910, when over 
40,000 aerraons were preached on 
the prevention of Oouaumption. 
The KeotDcky Assooiation for 
the study and provpritiOn of Tu- 
berculosis states tliut it will 
make a special effort to enlist 
every one of over 1200 miaistere 
in Keutocky to give their co-op- 
eration in bringing this vitally 
important subject before mem- 
bers of their respective oharohes. 
It is estimatet that in this way 
over 250,000 persons in Kentucky 
will be enlisted in thig move- 
ment. 

In one respect ^'Toberealoiis 
Day" of tbii year wil] differfrom 

"Tubercolosis Sucday" of 1910. 
Instead of requesting the church- 
es to give to the Xobercolosis 
oases a special Sanday serTioes, 
the State Association is this year 
KO*ng to ask that meetings at 
which Taberoulosis and its pre 
▼eDlioD be disoiiMed, be held on 
Sunday, April, 80. or on any day 
near that date, either in the week 
pieceeding or the week followint;. 
The object is to get as inauy peo 
pie in Kentucky as possible to 
think about this ^reat prtiblem 
at tlte same time. 

It is conservatively estimated 
that there srein Kentucky today 
at least 20,000 persons sofferiog 
troiii this disease in some form 
or o'^her. 

The State Association is plan 
niug to distribute educational 
lenflets iu conncetion with this 
day and it i? earnestly desire! 
that the public will take an ac- 
tive part in stamping: out this 
preventable disease which sends

Already there are evidenees

ioR to this movement to respect 
the peculiar siKintiCHnce of ttie 
Red Gross and to protect it 
axaiost abose. The Amerieao 
Medical Associiition, the Amen 
chu Hospital Association, and 
the Association of Military 6ur 
geoni have pot themaelvM on re 
cord in favor of the moveneot. 
Ambolancfs in New York have 
given up the Hed Oroe^ and have 
adopted the Grten St. Andrew's 
croliiBsicilsd. The ratail drag 
giMt's Association and the Mas* 
ter Barber's Association have 
passed resolutions urging their 
members to refrain froa the ate 
ff the aymbol of the Red Oroaa.
